votes to reactivate city jail 


The New Brockton City Council 
met on Tuesday, February 21, in- 
stead of their regular meeting night, 
Monday, due to it being a holiday, 
Washington's Birthday. 

Usually, the council chamber is 
packed with spectators, but on this 
meeting night there were only 
about ten citizens present. 

Jails seem to be the main topic 
of discussion nowadays for Coffee 
County's governing bodies and cer- 
tainly New Brockion is no excep- 
tion. 

Mayor Jim Driskell recommend- 
ed that the jail in city hall be 
brought up to standard and used to 
house city prisoners. 

. The Mayor had said in the last 
council meeting that he saw no 
need for the City of New Brocktor 
to spend any money on fixing the 
city jail if the county was going to 
build a new jail in New Brockton, 
but he said, he had since changed 
his mind for two reasons. 

One being, the new county jail 
is not coming about as quick as 
originally thought and secondly, af- 
ter talking with City Judge Debbie 
Jared, it was decided that the city 
need a facility to hold prisoners 
even if there is a new jail built in 
New Brockton. 

Driskell said that Police Chief 
Richard Nichols is presently work- 
ing on getting the jail up to stan- 
dard and has already obtained some 
of the materials to be used at little 
Or NO Cost to the cily. 

The council voted unanimously 
to follow Mayor Driskell's recom- 
mendation. 

Chief Nichols will be presenting 
a proposed plan on the jail to the 
council for their approval, disap- 
proval or recommendations within 
the next week to ten days. 

Former Police Chief Gordon 
Lueck, who was in attendance at 
the council meeting asked to be rec- 
ognized. 

Lueck told the council that just 
for the record he would like for 
them to know, that when the jail in 
city hall was first constructed, it 
was approved by the state fire mar- 
shal at that ime. Grant money was 
used in its construction and there 
should be records in city hall veri- 
fying these facts. 

Mrs. Mary Lou Adkinson, who 
was on the meeting agenda to ad- 
dress the council, got into a shout- 
ing match with Mayor Driskell 
shortly after being recognized to 
address the council 

She had been placed on the 
agenda to speak to the council con- 
cerning a drainage problem and 
about a house trailer being placed 
on Fitzsimmons Street. 

Mrs. Adkinson began by saying, 
"| would also like to ask you (the 
mayor) ..". Mayor Driskell inter- 
rupted Mrs, Adkjnso before she 
could finish telling her, "No!, I'm 


not going into any asking - You got 
two items on the agenda, you can 
talk about either one of them or 
both of them, but that's it!" 

After several minutes of heated 
discussion between Mayor Driskell 
and Mrs. Adkinson on subjects 
ranging from alleged unanswered 
emergency calls placed to the po- 
lice department to calling the state 
ABC Board on alleged drinking 
and parties going on on public 
streets, the council finally informed 
Mrs. Adkinson that the area where 
the house trailer in question was 
parked on Fitzsimmons Street was 
zoned for mobile homes; and also, 
they were aware of the drainage 
problem in front of her home and 
were trying to solve the problem. 

This newspaper later found out 
that the "problem" between the 
Mayor and Mrs, Adkinson was con- 
cerning some land that he had pur- 
chased from the Brock Estate. 

The land is located in and 
around the cemetery and according 
to Mrs. Adkinson, there are some 
graves actually on the land. 

Mrs. Adkinson stated that she 
and others were undér the impres- 
sion that Driskell had agreed to 
deed the land to who ever owned 
the cemetery at the time he pur- 
chased it, 

The cemetery is thought to be 
on land that had been deeded to the 
First Baptist Church of New Brock- 
ton, but no one at the meeting knew 
for sure. 

Mayor Driskell said that land he 
Owns involves no one but him and 
what he does with it is nobody's 
business. He said he bought the 
land at a public auction and had «:o 
agreement with anybody concem- 
ing the land. 

The Mayor said that the ceme- 
tery land was personal business and 
should not even be discussed at the 
cily council meeting. 

Councilman Britt Lee informed 
the council that the bids on lower- 
ing or relocating the water line on 
Byrd Mill Road were all extremely 
high and had been rejected, 

Lee said that the bids ranged 
from $19,000 to $23,000 and this 
was about 3-4 umes the amount 
that they expected. 

The board has been , informed 
that an Andalusia Contractor has 
proposed to do the work for ap- 
proximately $11,000 to $12,000. 

Mr. Lee wanted the public to 
know, "We're not dragging our feet, 
but we don't want to misuse the tax- 
payers’ money." 

At the conclusion of the regular 
meeting, the council adjourned into 
execulive session to hear a report 
from Police Chief Nichols on alle- 
gations that he had allowed some- 
one else to handle his service revol- 
ver in a "dangerous manner." 

The alleged event took place in 
the Big/Little Store in New Brock- 


ton. 

Other matters resolved by the 
councils included the following: 
***Reappointed Mr. Lester Lang- 
ston to serve another term on the 
New Brockton Water Board. 

*** Approved paying the bills total- 
ing $1873.93. 

***Councilman Charles Cole, pre- 
sented a check to Mrs. Joy Kelley 
from the Southeast Masonic Lodge 
506 in Enterprise for $100. The 
money is to be used in improving 
the Senior Citizen Center. 

***Voted to send Officer Jerry Gil- 
bert of the police department to PEI 
operators school in Montgomery. 
Total cost to the city is $50. 

***The council voted to support 
the organization of the Regional 
Economic Development Committee 
upon the recommendation of Coun- 
cilman Bud Goodson, 

***Mayor Driskell informed the 
counci! that a large amount of the 
city's debt had been alleviated by 
paying off the trash truck , police 
car, and fire truck.

Commission holds short, but productive session 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session this past 
Monday moming at the Elba Court- 
house and held one of its shorter 
meetings. 

Several noshows on the agenda 
enabled the commission: to attend 
to county matters in rapid fashion. 

Mark Pool, Coffee County Engi- 
neer, recommended to the commis- 
sion that they bid gasoline and die 
sel fuel purchased by the county on 
a yearly basis. He said that he had 
discussed this with distributors who 
had been successful bidders in the 
past and they were agreeable to this 
proposal. 

The bids would be based on fig- 
ures relative to the state bid price 
on gasoline and diesel fuel which, 
according to Pool, changes weekly. 

Suppliers would bid state price 
plus so much or state price less so 
much; whichever they desired, and 
the lowest bidder would be award- 
ed the contract for a year. 

After a short discussion and clar- 
ification, the commission voted 
unanimously to request bids be sub- 
mitted for gas and fuel on a yearly 
basis. 

Commission Chairman Billy 
Eageron read a letter from Royce 
King, State Highway Director, 
which stated, that by Executive Or- 
der the Alabama Interagency Trans- 
portation Review Committce 
(AITRC) had been created by Gov- 
ernor Guy Hunt. 

The purpose of the AITRC will 
be to review all applications for

ized transportation services in Ala- 
bama where state or federal money 
is involved. 

Also, the letter requested the or- 
ganization within the county of a 
Transportation Steering Committee 
whose purpose will be to map strat- 
egies for eliminating duplication in 
transportation services in order to 
provide better service with availa- 
ble sources. 

The committee will develop a 
Transportation Development Pro- 
gram (TDP) with the help of the 
State Highway Department. All in- 
formation will be channeled to the 
AITRC. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose was 
elected by the commission to serve 
on the TSC along with a representa- 
tive from each of the following 
agencies: SEATA, Area Agency on 
Aging, Regional Planning Commis- 
sion, Section 16 Transportation 
Provider, Mental Illness and/or 
Mental Retardation, County De- 
partment of Human Resources, and 
Head Start. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
asked that county residents living 
on dirt roads be patiert with the 
highway department. Due to the ex- 
treme wet weather, its hard to keep 
the roads in tip-top-shape, but 
Commissioner Stephens wants to 
assure everyone that the crews are 
doing all they can and will continue 
to do so, 


Two Elba men 
injured in one 
car accident 


An early morning, one car acci- 
dent, injured two Elba men and to- 
taled one automobile. 

Carl Drummond and Shane 
Meeks, both 26 years-of-age, sus- 
tained injuries when the car in- 
which they were riding went out of 
control on Alabama Highway 166 
just outside the Elba City limits. 

The wreck occurred at approxi- 
Mately 3:26 a.m. Saturday morning 
and units of the Elba Rescue Squad 
arid Fire Department responded to 
the scene. 

Meeks, a passenger in the car, 
reportedly was thrown clear in the 
accident and went to a nearby resi- 
dence and requested help. 

Drummond, the driver of the au- 
tomobile, had to be freed from the 
car with the "jaws-of-life”. 

Both men were transported to 
Elba General Hospital where they 
were treated. 

Meeks sustained injuries to his 
right hand and bruises. The hand 
was cast and he was released. 

Drummond received injuries lac- 
erations to his head and internal 
bruises. He was treated and trans- 
ferred to Flowers Hospital in Do- 
than for further observation and 
treatment, 

The Alabama State Troopers in- 
vestigated the accident. 


Commissioner Dubose  ex- 
pressed his concer about unsightly 
garbage being dumped on county 
right-of-ways and on land not 
owned by the ones doing the dump- 
ing. He expressed his desire to take 
some positive action toward clean- 
ing up these "roadside dumps." 

Dubose felt that the commission 
should ask the local legislative rep- 
resentatives to introduce a bill that 
would imposed penalties for this il- 
legal dumping of household gar- 
bage 

Concem that it might be to late 
to get the bill passed in this session 
was expressed by some of the com- 
missioners, but Dubose felt that it 
should be tried anyway. 

After a short discussion with 
commissioners expressing pro and 
con views, they voted unanimously 
to have Commissioner Dubose get 
with Representative Jimmy Holley 
and draft a bill. 

All the commissioners were in 
total agreement that something 
needed to be done as soon as possi- 
ble.

As the story goes they were at- 
tacked by the Indians late in the af- 


temoon at milking time and all 
were killed except one little baby 
girl who survived, but was serious- 
ly injured. 

A brother of Bob Hart's, Josh, 
found the baby girl and nursed her 
back to health, 

The Bob Hart Family was buried 
in a common grave in the cemetery 
at Week's Assembly of God Church 
near Kinston. 

Time ran out and the Youngsters 
had to prepare to load the buses. 
They gave Judge Brunson a round 
of applause and thanked him for 
coming and speaking to them. 

They told him that he could 
come back anytime!!

Scholarships 
Are Available 
Through VA 


May marks the graduation of 
thousands of high school seniors in 
Alabama and the State Department 
of Veterans Affairs reminds these 
graduates that the State offers edu- 
cational scholarships under the Ala- 
bama G. I, and Dependents Educa- 
tional Benefits Act. 

If you are a dependent or survi- 
vor of a veteran who was killed or 
diced in service, or died as a result 
of a disability incurred in service, 
Or Was a prisoner of war, or is listed 
as missing in action, or is/was rated 
20% to 100% service-connected 
disabled, you could possibility 
qualify for up to 36 months of free 
tuition, books and instructional fees 
while attending any Alabama state- 
supported technical college, junior 
college, college or university. 

In addition to the disability re- 
quirements mentioned above, the 
veteran must have been a perma- 
nent civilian resident of Alabama 
for at least one year immediately 
prior to an entry into the military 
service or be 100% permanently 
service-connected disabled and a 
permanent resident of Alabama for 
at least five years immediately 
prior to application or death, if de- 
ceased, 


has been taken every ten years since 
1790. 

By this time, most houscholds in the 
United States will have received a ques- 
tionnaire from the Census Bureau 
Most people will get the questionnaire 
in the mail and be asked to mail it back. 
Some people will have it picked up by 
a census taker on or about Census Day 

Anybody that needs help with their 
questionnaire may call a special num- 
ber for assistance. This phone number 
is on the questionnaire that is reccived 
in the mail. In addition, walk-in census 
assistance centers will be set up in all 
areas that will have people ready to 
help in filling out the questionnaire 

Considering that the census is such 
a big job, the Census Bureau will need 
thousands of temporary workers. A per- 
son interested might get to be one of 
them. A person who qualifies can eam 
from $5 to $8 an hour (depending on 
where a person lives), Interested per- 
sons should call their local state em 
ployment offices for more information.

Specialist Hardwick shared the 
honor with Specialist Ricky Dotson 
of the same Company. Hardwick, 
an instructor-driver, steered a 95- 
ton vehicle off a road leading to 
Heborn, West Germany, after the 
brakes failed (going down a very 
steep hill). He has 30,000 accident- 
free miles in the last two years to 
his credit. 

On August 11, Hardwick was 
driving the heavy equipment trans- 
porter, loaded with a German Army 
tank, with Specialist Dotson, a stu- 
dent-driver sharing the driving du- 
ties. About two ours into the jour- 
ney on hilly roads the truck's over- 
heated brakes failed on a steep 
incline. Hardwick said, "I pulled 
the jillybar (trailer brake), pushed 
the brakes, put on all the (hand) 
brakes, but it just kept rolling.

is friend, Dotson said, "I didn't 
know how he (Hardwick) was go- 
ing to react, but he was really calm. 
I if ride with him anywhere."

Thirty-five percent of the 
county's equipment is used equip- 
ment acquired from the state high- 
way department, some rebuilt and 
some almost like new.

There have been several im- 
provemenc made to the highway de- 
partments facilities in New Brock- 
ton. One of these was the 
construction of "Pool’s Lube” 
which is used in equipment mainte- 
nance most of which is done on 
rainy days.. 

Almost all work on county 
equipment is performed by county 
employees even fixing flats and 
changing ures. 

A system for monitoring all 
parts, supplies, gasoline and fuel 
has been implemented by Pool and 
his staff. This enables them to ana- 
lyze how efficiently the department 


County's 


is operaung and where operaung 
costs can be cut. 

A very impressive series of 
slides were shown which highlight- 
ed the herbicide program being 
used on county right-of-ways 

The spraying of this aquatic ap- 
proved weed-killing herbicide has 
greatly improved the condition of 
the roadside and has cut down con- 
siderably on the mowing tume. 

County jail inmates are now be- 
ing used to pick up trash along the 
roadside. A new program instituted 
by the highway department. 

Next, Pool focused on the patch- 
ing of county roads, resurfacing 
and bridge construcuion. 

The highway department has the 
capability of patching or resurfac- 
ing its own paved roads. Liquid as- 
phalt and slag is purchased in large 
quantities at a cost savings to the 
county. 

Most of the county's bridge 
work is performed by county crews 
using county equipment and mod- 
ern construction techniques to ex- 
tend the life and capacity of the 
bridges. 

The highway deparunent has re 
surfaced 13 percent (58 miles) of 
the county's roads and replaced 27 
percent (15) of the county's bridges 
"We have licked our bridge prob- 
lem, " said Pool. Also, 432 miles of 
striping has been applied to county 
roads. 

Pool concluded by telling the 
group, "We are very close to a 
model road department and we 
have other countics coming every 
couple of months to look things 
over and try and model their pro- 
gram alter ours.”
